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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The Examiner has considered Applicant's response filed 4/7/06. While the amendment would overcome the 
outstanding rejections, amended claims 74 and 75 would require additional searching and consideration and contain new matter. 
Inparticular, Applicant's state that support for the treatable diseases appearing in the claim may be found on pages 51-52 of the 
specification. However, review of pages 51 and 52 of the specification did not result in support for the following diseases: vascular 
adhesions, trachoma, corneal graft neovascularization, hemoangioma scarring, malaria, HIV, SIV, and Simian hemorrhagic fever virus. 
Specifically, the cited specification pages did not disclose the specific disease terms appearing in the claim. If Applicant is in 
disagreement with the Examiner, it is respectfully requested that specific pages and lines be pointed out wherein each term is specifically 
set forth in the specification. 
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
